The recent anthrax ex¬ 
posures in Washington D.C., 
Trenton, N.J. and Florida 
have affected TJC mail. 

Mail handlers at TJC are 
wearing protective mask and 
gloves each morning as they 
sort the mail. 

Brian Turman, pur¬ 
chasing and central services 
director, said TJC took the 
necessary precautions with¬ 
out direction. 

Turman said, there 
have been no problems, but 
precautions were set in place 


due to safety concerns and 
handlers have been wearing 
the maskand gloves for three 
weeks. 

“We are as prepared as 
anyone. If we have a poten¬ 
tial exposure, we would then 
call the Health Department 
and U.S. Postal Service for di¬ 
rection,’’Turman said. “There 
is protocol in place, where 
health and law enforcement 
agencies would be called in.” 

Turman assures stu¬ 
dents, faculty and staff their 
mail is safe. “If it looks funny 
or smells funny then we will 
put it aside and call the au¬ 


thorities,” he said. 

National, worry about 
Anthrax is spreading. A top 
federal health official said 
Oct. 30 authorities are “in¬ 
tensively investigating” the 
possibility that private 
homes are being targeted for 
anthrax-tainted Health said. 
“That is being intensively 
investigated right now.” 

Fauci said the investiga¬ 
tion turned that direction after 
suspicions arose that women in 
New Jersey and New York had 
contracted anthrax without 
coming into contact with a mail¬ 
handling facility.

We must not fear terrorists

“We have nothing to fear, 
but fear itself,” President 
Franklin Roosevelt said after 
the surprise attack on Pearl 
Harbor in 1941, which 
plunged America into World 
War II. 

Those famous words 
should be applied to the re¬ 
cent anthrax cases, which 
seemed to be spreading on 
the East coast until recently. 

But is it over? With 
Thanksgiving and Christmas 
coming,the Postal Service 
will be overrun with cards and 
packages sent in the U. S. 
mail. 

A frantic search by au¬ 
thorities to find the respon¬ 
sible culprits plus the 24-hour 
news coverage have evoked 
some panic. 

Some people are afraid to 
open their mail. Some sus¬ 
pect the least oddity. 

A Tyler Fire Department 
official said they investigate 
about 30 cases of suspicious 
mail each week. 


The anthrax scare is real and 
we need to take it seriously. But 
if dear old Aunt Sally forgets to 
put her zip code on the enve¬ 
lope, it probably means she sim¬ 
ply forgot. Do not call the Fed¬ 
eral Bureau of Investigation. 
Just open it. 

After Sept. 11 we are all a 
little nervous and more aware 
of our surroundings, but life 
must go on. 

The mass media have been 
guilty of spreading gloom and 
doom and scaring the daylights 
out of regular Joes and Janes. 

Journalists have a responsi¬ 
bility to cover the news, but we 
need to be careful not to distort 
the truth. 

Statistics put the anthrax 
danger in perspective. 

Every year an estimated 
41,611 are killed in car acci¬ 
dents, 20,000 die of the com¬ 
mon flu, 15,517 are murdered, 
300 people drown in their own 
bathtubs, 120 die in airplane 
crashes and 90 are killed by 
lightning strikes, according to 
the United Justice Newswire. 

Compare these numbers to 


the four deaths from anthrax. 

The terrorists have accom¬ 
plished their goal: to strike 
fear in American people. 

A terrorist attack does not 
have to be a bomb exploding 
or a plane flying into a build¬ 
ing. It can be anything that 
causes fear. The anthrax virus 
as well as the Sept. 11 attacks 
have done this. 

The Postmaster General 
now seeks billions of dollars 
to purchase new laser beam 
equipment, to kill anthrax vi¬ 
rus, to test post offices and to 
provide masks for employees. 

“Because of the possibil¬ 
ity of contamination, we are 
now using a vacuum system 
to clean dust off machines and 
using a 10 percent Clorox so¬ 
lution to wet-mop the floors 
in order to keep our workers 
safe,” Cesta Ayers, U.S. 
Postal Service field commu¬ 
nications manager, said. 

The USPS purchased 90 
million pairs of gloves and 
five million face masks for 
employees after a recommen¬ 
dation by the Centers for Dis¬ 


ease Control in Atlanta, ac¬ 
cording to a press release 

The Postal Service has also 
commissioned precautionary 
tests at more than 200 postal 
facilities around the country to 
make sure they are not con¬ 
taminated. 

One bright note of nor¬ 
malcy: just in time for Christ¬ 
mas, the Postal Service an¬ 
nounced it will forward 
children’s letters to Santa in 
the North Pole as it has done 
for years. 

It is appropriate to be con¬ 
cerned about our safety as a 
nation and as individuals, but 
we cannot bury our heads in 
the sand and wait for normalcy 
to return. 

We may face more terrorist 
attacks. We may see more hor¬ 
rendous acts of violence against 
Americans. But after Pearl 
Harbor, during World War II, 
ordinary Americans continued 
to live lives of courage. We 
must do the same now.

“All the team members 
competed well for the season’s 
first tournament.” 

“I am especially pleased that 
Amy and Dan are beginning 
the year with such success,” 
Hindman said. 

Forensics is an extra-cur¬ 
ricular competition in 14 speech 
and theater events. Six stu¬ 
dents are on the team, but any 


student interested in joining can 
contact Hindman in Wise Cul¬ 
tural Arts Center office B. 

“Team members must be 
willing to work four to 10 hours 
a week studying and practic¬ 
ing for a tournament. I am 
always looking for inspired in¬ 
dividuals with prior experi¬ 
ences to join,” Hindman said. 

The team finished in the 
top three in Texas and the top 
20 in nationals last year. 
Hindman expects this year they 
will continue to improve and 
do especially well on the state, 
regional and national levels.

Surgeries scheduled Tues¬ 
day at the hospital were can¬ 
celed pending results of en¬ 
vironmental tests. 

Giuliani said initial tests 
for anthrax at the facility 
were negative. In New Jer¬ 
sey, a 51-year-old woman 
who lives near the Hamilton 
Township mail-processing 
center where traces of an¬ 
thrax have been found, 
tested positive for skin an¬ 
thrax but is doing fine, 
health officials said. The 
woman, who is not a postal 
or media employee, was re¬ 


leased from a hospital two 
days ago, the officials said. 
New Jersey officials also 
confirmed Monday that a 
postal worker has inhala¬ 
tion anthrax. 

Anthrax was found Oct. 
29 in four places including 
Senate Majority Leader 
Tom Daschle’s office in the 
Hart Senate Office Build¬ 
ing in Washington D.C. 

The Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency recom¬ 
mended Monday that the 
Office Building be fumi¬ 
gated with chlorine dioxide 
gas over the next two weeks 


to kill anthrax spores re¬ 
maining in it. 

The building, which con¬ 
tains 10 million cubic feet 
of space, would be sealed 
from the outside. Low con¬ 
centrations of C02 gas 
would be pumped in and 
circulated by the air condi¬ 
tioning system, Dr. Paul 
Schaudies of the EPA said. 

Tests would then be 
made to ensure anthrax 
spores previously detected 
in the building have been 
killed, he said. 

Spores of a different bac¬ 
teria — harder to kill but

not harmful to humans — 
would be put in the build¬ 
ing beforehand as another 
check on the treatments ef¬ 
fectiveness. 

Although anthrax has 
been found in only some 
areas of the building, the 
EPA decided it would be 
quicker to treat the entire 
building rather than block 
off just affected sections 
for fumigation, Schaudies 
said. 

The C02 gas, which'is 
not harmful to humans at 
low concentrations and 
breaks down quickly. 


would be removed before 
the building is reopened. 

The entire process of 
preparing, fumigating and 
testing the building would 
take two weeks. The fumi¬ 
gation itself would take two 
to three days. 

The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation had also re¬ 
leased a high state of secu¬ 
rity warning Oct.28. The 
warning came after senior 
officials in the FBI were 
told by “credible sources” 
about the possibility of a 
new round of terrorist at¬ 
tacks. 


CDC provides anthrax facts 


Anthrax is an acute infec¬ 
tious disease caused by the 
spore-forming bacterium Ba¬ 
cillus anthracis. The disease 
most commonly occurs in 
hoofed mammals but can in¬ 
fect humans, according to in¬ 
formation from the Centers for 
Disease Control in 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Direct person- 
to-person spread of 
anthrax is ex¬ 
tremely unlikely, if 
it occurs at all. 

Therefore, there is 
no need to immu¬ 
nize or treat con¬ 
tacts of persons ill 
with anthrax, such as house¬ 
hold contacts, friends or co- 
workers, unless they also ex¬ 
posed to the same source of 
infection. 

Symptoms vary depending 
on how the disease was con¬ 
tracted, but usually occur 
within seven days after expo¬ 
sure. The serious forms of hu¬ 
man anthrax are inhalation an¬ 
thrax, cutaneous anthrax and 
intestinal anthrax. 


Initial symptoms of inha¬ 
lation anthrax infection may 
resemble a common cold. Af¬ 
ter several days, the symptoms 
may progress to severe breath¬ 
ing problems and shock. Inha¬ 
lation anthrax is often fatal. 

The intestinal form of an¬ 
thrax may follow 
the consumption 
of contaminated 
food. It is char¬ 
acterized by an 
acute inflamma¬ 
tion of the intes¬ 
tinal tract. Initial 
signs of nausea, 
loss of appetite, 
vomiting and fe¬ 
ver are followed by abdominal 
pain, vomiting of blood and 
severe diarrhea. 

In persons exposed to an¬ 
thrax, infection can be pre¬ 
vented with antibiotic treat¬ 
ment. 

Early antibiotic treatment 
of anthrax is essential—delay 
lessens chances for survival. 
Anthrax usually is susceptible 
to penicillin, doxycycline and 
fluoroquinolones.

Day of the Dead Nov. 1-2 celebrates the lives of family members who have 
died. 

Each year the Valdovinos family gathers for this special occasion, she said. 

Cookies and a special bread, made from recipes and passed down through the 
generations, are baked to honor the deceased and is served as an offering. Made 
of flour, sugar, shortening, baking soda and salt, the breads are baked in the shape 
of small children, sometimes with wings, she said. 

Usually these celebrants go to the cemetery where relatives are buried. They 
sing songs the deceased enjoyed when they were alive. “Even though they have 
been gone for years, they are still remembered,” she said 

The ritual includes lighting candles for each person and decorating with 
zempasuchil, known here as marigolds.
